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Reply to Office Action of October 12, 2007 

REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-20 remain active in this case, Claim 1 having been amended by the present 
amendment and Claims 21-26 having been withdrawn from consideration as directed to a 
non-elected invention. 

In the outstanding Office Action, Claims 1-7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Roth (USP 6,096,175); Claims 8, 9 and 15-16 were rejected under 
several respective grounds for rejection as being unpatentable under 35 USC § 103(a); and 
Claims 10-12, 17-20 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
were otherwise indicated as including allowable subject matter if rewritten in independent 
form. 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter. 
In light of this indication, and to expedite issuance of a patent from the present application, 
Claim 1 has been amended to limit the claimed invention to a "free standing structure [which] 
has a code defined by said raised pattern." This further feature is similar to the bar code 
feature recited in allowable Claim 10, but does not specifically limit amended Claim 1 to a 
bar code per se. This broader recitation stated in amended Claim 1 is believed to be 
consistent with the statement in the fourth paragraph at page 5 of the specification that "[o]ne 
preferred example of a pattern for the free standing structure is a barcode pattern," clearly 
implying that other codes are possible. This is reinforced in the first and second full 
paragraphs at page 6 of the specification, where the specification makes clear that in the 
context of a bar code pattern "another desired pattern shape" or "other desired pattern" may 
correspond to the shape of the pattern formed on the substrate. Such statements are believed 
to provide support for the claimed application of the present invention to a "code defined by 
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said raised pattern." Accordingly, the present amendment is believed to add allowable 
subject matte to Claim 1 and thereby overcome the outstanding grounds for rejection. 

Also, the present amendment is not believed to raise new issues for further 
consideration and/or search, in light of the indication that the species of bar code patterns 
formed on the substrate was allowable. Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that this 
amendment be entered under 37 CFR §1.116, 

Consequently, in view of the present amendment, no further issues are outstanding, 
and the present application is believed to be in condition for formal allowance. An early and 
favorable action to that effect is respectfully requested.
